Here and There

W 


E are in the second .stage of the national recovery pro- 
gram. Eight months ago the government was reorganiz- 


ing and codifying industry to obtain a higher price level. 
Today, labor is striking in the mass industries for a larger 
share of those new high prices. 


But I wouldn't assume that strikes 


cither in the automobile plants or the 
railroads will actually occur. 


The president had to bring pres- 


sure to bear on big industry to win 
his point at the first stage of the re- 
covery program; and he is equally 
certain to use pressure against labor, 
or capital, or both, to prevent dis- 
order at this second stage. 


Much depends on continued indus- 


trial production for the security of 
the recovery program. 


If the automobile plants shut down 


millions of employes in 
sales or- 


ganizations and in affiliated manu- 
facturing lines will feel the pinch of 
returning panic. 


Neither industry nor labor has re- 


serves for a fight at this time. 


But it is a strange truth that even 


in this threat to our new-found pros- 
perity lies oui* greatest assurance that 
prosperity is actually returning. Bank 
failures mark the downward path of 
panic, and strikes blaze the upward 
trail of prosperity.

whether a new serum can make all 
normal persons safe from tuberculo- 
sis. The scrum was discovered by Dr. 
H. J. Corner and fellow workers at 
the national Jewis hospital here. Dr. 
Corper said today it has been used 
successfully in hundreds of tests made 
on animals in the last 15 years. 


"It is now ready for trial on human 


beings, and we hope that it will be 
the means of immunizing all normal, 
healthy persons against tuberculosis," 
Dr. Corper said. 


He said that the scrum is in no 


sense a cure for the disease; it will 
,not overcome tuberculosis after the 
disease has taken root. Its power, he 
hopes, will be similar to that of other 
vaccines. 


Gov. E. C. Johnson has agreed to 


extend executive clemency to the con- 
victs who arc chosen for the test. He 
said he would not permit any pris- 
oner who is listed as a habitual crim- 
inal or a hold-up or forger to be 
among the volunteers. 


"There will be risk, of course, for 


the volunteer," Dr. Corper said. "The 
worst thing that can happen to them, 
we believe, is that they can contract 
a slow-acting case 
of tuberculosis. 


But, if so, they will have a far great- 
er chance to recover than thousands 
now suffering from tuberculosis be- 
cause their cases will be discovered 
and properly treated at the earliest 
stage." 


Dr. Corper 
declined to name the 


chemical contents 
of 
the 
scrum. 


Working with him, he said, in evolv- 
ing it in the last 15 years have been 
Dr. Morris Cohen and Arthur Dam- 
crow, a laboratory rcserach student. 


He said that so far, there have been 


no harmful effects suffered by the 
animals used n experimenting with 
the serum. 


"We contemplate making the tests 


on a sufficiently broad scale to make 
our proof unbiased," Dr. Corper con- 
tinued. "It will be at least six months 
and maybe a year before we will 
have any definite results."

over the state generally, with North- 
west and Northeast Arkansas receiv- 
ing the heaviest precipitation. 


The central section received a heavy 


rain Saturday night, which shifted into 
sleet Sunday morning and then into 
snow flurries. 


No trace was left Monday, however,

WASHINGTON — (IP)— Democratic 


Leader Robinson, of Arkansas, told 
the senate Tuesday that he had evi- 
dence that "supports very strongly" 
the statements he made last Thursday 
that Pittsburgh Aviation Industries, 
Inc., was a strong political factor in 
Pennsylvania and that "the Mellons 
were prominent in its affairs." 


Robinson said the minute book of 


the executive committee of the cor- 
poration, and letters written by An- 
drew W. Mellon, showed that the cor- 
poration was a political factor and 
boasted of its political power and in- 
fluence. 


The corporation has figured in air- 


mail hearings where it was alleged 
that the Mellons sought to influence 
the award of contracts to the corpora- 
tion.

U. S. to Build Its 
Own Naval Planes 


Government Will Experi- 


ment With Own Manu- 
facture on 10 Per Cent 


WASHINGTON — (K>\ — Word that 


the administration plans to experi- 
ment with building its own naval air- 
craft to see if it can take some of the 
private profits out of war equipment 
reached congress Monday as conferees 
resolved differences between the sen- 
ate and house over the half-billion 
dollar naval construction bill. 


The conferees compromised on a 


plan providing that .not less than 10 
per cent of the more than 1,000 planes 
authorized in Die bill shall be coti- 
struced in government plants. 


It was reported that the Budget 


Bureau soon would send an estimate 
to congress of $4,000,000 for extending 
the naval aircraft factory at Philadel- 
phia to carry out the experiment. At 
present all army and navy planes are 
constructed in private plants; only ex- 
perimental craft and parts have been 
produced in the few government air- 


shops. 


Dies Silver Bill Passes 


WASHINGTON — (/P) - In spile of 


administration indifference, the house 
Monday passed a silver remonetiza- 
tion farm relief bill by a majority 
that ran well over the two-thirds vole 
required by the procedure 
under 


which it was considered. 


Voting 257 to 112, it sent to the sen- 


ate the Dies bill directing that silver 
be accepted at a premium above the 
world price in exchange for agricul- 
tural commodities in which a surplus 
exists. The metal thus received would 
be used as backing for new issues of 
silver certificates. 


The debate was punctuated by in- 


sistent and repeated demands from re. 
publican regulars for a statement of 
the administration's position on the 
measure. But the nearest thing to a 
definite answer 
that they received 


was a statement by Representatives 
Dies (D,, Tex.), that Secretary Mor- 
genthau had not opposed the bill in 
committee. 


Administration Acplics 


However, a little earlier the admin- 


istration by an adroit move had ef- 
fectively headed off a vote on another 
silver measure, the Ficsingcv bill di- 
recting the treasury to buy a billion 
and a half ounces of the white metal, 
in an effort to enhance its price. 


Secretary Morgcnthau called in re- 


porters to announce that 
Professor 


James Harvey Rogers, one of the pres. 
ident's confidential monetary Advisers, 
would leave soon for China to study 
the effect of an increased world silver 
price on oriental purchases 
in the 


United States. 


This assurance that the administra- 


tion had not definitely closed the door 
to further action to help the economic 
status of the silver producing states 
caused Speaker Rainey to confine the 
vote Monday to the 
Dies bill. The 


silver leaders credited the administra- 
tion action, too, with decreasing the 
vote which they 
otherwise would 


have commanded. 


The Dies bill was skilfully drafted 


to attract the support of two strong 
house factions—the inflationist 
bloc 


with its group from the silver states 
and the farm bloc. For that reason 
some quarters did not consider it an 
accurate test of silver sentiment in the 
house. 
They said, however, there 


was a majority for silver action. 


Sell Surpluses for Silver 


Under the bill, a board would be 


established to negotiate sales of ag- 
ricultural surpluses to foreign buyers, 
and accept in exchange silver coin or 
bullion at a price to be fixed by the 
board, but not to be -set higher than 
25 per cent above the world price of 
silver. 


A second limitation would fix the 


extent of the board's sales in one year 
at a volume at which the excess val- 
ue of silver over the world price 
would not 
exceed 
$400.000,000. The 


silver received >vou)d be deposited in 
the treasury, with the latter aulhoriz. 
ed to issue silver certificates against 
it. 


These would be used to compensate 


the producers of 
the 
commodities 


sold under the plan. 


At the outset of the debate. Dies 


disclaimed any interest, in the ques- 
lion from tile point of view of the in- 
flutionisi or the man from the silver 
states, and placed himself with the 
group who were behind the bill as a 
farm relief measure.
